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This issue of the Town Report is dedicated, as an expression of apprecia- 
tion and gratitude, to Miss Ann G. Reilly for 46 consecutive years of service 
in the school system of Rutland Town. 

September 1927, Ann Reilly began her teaching career at the Dyer School, 
one room, Grades 1-8, 27 students. It was a challenge — you were teaching 
all classes as well as being custodian or whatever else was necessary. 
••But”, she recalls, ‘‘I loved it — the children were wonderful, always willing 
to help in any way.” 

Six years later, she transferred to the Center Rutland School where she 
taught Grades 7-8 for 34 years, 15 of them as teacher-principal. In 1967, the 
new Rutland Town Elementary School was built. She was principal until 
retiring in June 1973. 

A graduate of Castleton Normal School, she also earned credits from the 
University of Vermont, Boston University and the University of Maine. 
Throughout her teaching, she was associated with Castleton State College 
in training students who did practice teaching under her supervision. As a 
demonstration teacher, groups from the college would visit to observe her 
technique in classroom procedure. 

Through the years, this dedicated educator was the recipient of many 
honors especially in the educational field, including membership in the 
Delta Kappa Gamma Honor Society and the National Education Associa- 
tion She was also one of the original members who helped to organize the 
Rutland County Elementary Principals Association. 

Her prime interest and concern, however, was the children whether at 
school or 4-H where she was a leader for 34 years and head camp counselor 
lor 28 years during summer vacations. 

Ann has always contended that much of the success and happiness she 
joyed was due to the cooperation and support of fellow teachers, 
perintendents, school board members, parents and. of course, the

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 

Without a doubt, in 1985 the Town of Rutland experienced its greatest de- 
mand for commercial development expansion in two decades. Also, we an- 
ticipate the completion in early 1986 of several large commercial projects 
which should provide a fair amount of new jobs as well as a substantial 
boost to our tax base. In addition, there has been, to a lesser degree, an ac- 
ceptable growth in our industrial areas which of course is most welcome. 

To insure that the Town’s best interests are carefully considered during 
this growth period, the Selectmen have employed the legal services of 
Langrock, Sperry, Parker & Wool of Middlebury. The firm has done a con- 
siderable amount of developmental work in the Burlington area, and we are 
confident that they will insure that the Town will be treated fairly by the 
developer, and also during the Act 250 hearings where we are sure to face 
stiff challenges by Rutland City. 

With an unusually large number of subdivisions, Town Plan changes, and 
finalizing the long-awaited Zoning proposal, our Planning Commission has 
been extremely busy and should receive special recognition for their excep- 
tional dedication in 1985. 

On the subject of highways, the long awaited North Grove project was 
completed last spring. This is certainly a substantial improvement over the 
previous road both in safety and in ease of maintenance. Also, a major por- 
tion of Post Road was repaved with the lion’s share of the cost funded by 
the federal government. Before paving, the shoulders of the road were re- 
worked and widened to acommodate bicycle paths on both sides. The 
Selectmen wish to acknowledge the efforts of District 3 Engineer Wayne 
Jarvis for his assistance in this project. 

Our Recreation Commission had a busy 1985 overseeing the many pro- 
grams at Dewey Field and Northwood Park. The road to the new ballfields at 
Northwood Park was constructed in December and the lighting project at 
Dewey Field should be finished in early spring. 

The Rutland Town Fire Department continues to do an excellent job and 
we want to thank all the members for their dedication. The Department and 
Ladies Auxiliary won eight trophies at the 1985 State Firefighters Conven- 
tion in West Dover for their efforts in the sporting events and parade, a fine 
example of their many talents and pride in our Town. 

By your generous voter approval, the Municipal Building has been 
covered with vinyl siding and is featured on the cover of the Town Report. 
This should save us painting and heating expenses in the future. 

In closing, the Selectmen wish to take this opportunity to thank all the in- 
dividuals who contributed their time and efforts to the needs of our growing 
Township.

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ANNUAL REPORT BY SCHOOL DIRECTORS AND ADMINISTRATORS 
TO RUTLAND TOWN CITIZENS 

In an effort to fit an expanding curriculum into the existing facility, and 
meet the State Department of Education’s new Vermont Public School Ap- 
proval standards, the Board of School Directors has directed much of its ef- 
forts to improving this important Town asset. 

The largest undertaking is the addition and renovations to the Post Road 
school which was voted for by the community on December 10. The four- 
room wing will house the Kindergarten, special education, and two 
classrooms. By moving several classes and doing some renovations within 
the building, we will be providing better facilities for art, music, and middle 
school science. Construction is to begin this spring for use in September 
1986. 

Because of the efforts of a group of interested citizens headed by two 
well-organized women, Cindy Nasveschuk and Sally Sweet, a successful 
campaign was mounted to inform the citizens about this project and to get 
out the vote. The Board wishes to thank all the volunteers who worked so 
diligently to help the Kindergarten wing become a reality. 

Inside the building, electric storage heat was installed in most rooms ex- 
cept the cafetorium and gymnasium. This has helped us in lowering our 
electrical costs. Carpeting was installed in the middle school wing and 
halls and both students and teachers feel this has been a definite improve- 
ment in keeping the noise level down and the comfort level up. 

Outside, the athletic field has been enlarged to allow the gym classes 
better facilities for their outdoor activities. Also, seven pieces of very 
popular playground equipment were built by volunteer Joe Fish and in- 
stalled by teachers and custodians volunteering their spare time — an ex- 
ample of team work for the benefit of the students. 

This year, we started an elective Spanish program in the sixth, seventh, 
and eighth grades. Sixth and seventh graders may take a twelve week in- 
troduction to Spanish to see if they would like to take a full year in eighth 
grade. Those students that pass first year Spanish will receive high school 
credit. We now have sixteen students in eighth grade Spanish. 

Our music teacher, Mrs. Coughenour, is now with us full time. In order to 
meet the new Vermont Public School Approval Standards and because of 
the great popularity and success of the program, it was necessary to in- 
crease Mrs. Coughenour’s time. She now also teaches middle school music 
appreciation and chorus. 

Stan Blicharz, our Assistant Principal, has now also taken on the role of 
providing guidance services. He now counsels with students both in- 
dividually and in groups. He is also coordinating school and community 
resources and assists students in making decisions about high school 
based on their aptitudes and interests. 

Mrs. Karen Malagodi has joined our special education staff, and we now 
have two full time special educators serving the needs of our special educa- 
tion students. Without question, this position was needed to give us a 
strong complete K-8 special education program. 

Special Education for our school is coordinated from the office of the 
Rutland Central Supervisory Union. A full continuum of Special Education 
Services is offered to students in spite of continued federal and state 
budget cuts. Forty-three students receive special services in their home 
schools including speech/language training, resource room instruction, 


and classroom support. Nine students receive full time special class in- 
struction in regional programs and private facilities such as Vermont 
Achievement Center. Pre-school children with special needs are served 
through the district Essential Early Education Program. A home based pro- 
gram provides service at home, and an afternoon socialization group meets 
three times a week at the Union Church in Proctor. 

Rutland Town has maintained a quality special education program for 
our special-needs students, which has resulted in an equal opportunity for 
all of our students to enjoy the benefits of the educational system 
regardless of academic difficulties or handicapping conditions 

Beverly Hobson, business manager of the Rutland Central Supervisory 
Union accepted a similar position for Dartmouth College. Her replacement 
is Katherine Bryant who is currently setting up an accounting system as 
recommended by the CPA firm of Janssen-Schmidt the firm which did a 
complete auditing of the Rutland Town School District’s funds 

This past June, after 18 years, Head Custodian Al Delliveneri retired from 
Hutland Town School. His popularity was attested to by the large number of 
teachers, staff, and administrators who attended his retirement party Al 
we wish you many years of happy and healthy retirement! 

The School Board would like to thank the many volunteers who worked 
for the school in various capacities during the year, lending their special 
talents to support our school. Thanks also to the administration and the 
staff who continue to develop programs and services that meet the needs 
of all of the children of Rutland Town. Finally, thanks to your overwhelming 
support for the school addition and renovations which will enable us to 
move ahead in a building that will provide an environment that will be more 
conducive to learning.

NOTE A - SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

The accounting policies of the Rutland Town School District conform to 
generally accepted accounting principles as applicable to governments. 
The following is a summary of the more significant policies: 

The accounts of the Rutland Town School District are organized on the 
basis of funds and account groups, each of which is considered a separate 
accounting entity. The operations of each fund are accounted for with a 
separate set of self-balancing accounts that comprise its assets, liabilities, 
fund equity, revenues, and expenditures, or expenses, as appropriate. 
Government resources are allocated to and accounted for in individual 
funds based upon the purposes for which they are to be spent and the 
means by which spending activities are controlled. The various funds are 
grouped, in the financial statements in this report, into three generic fund 
types and one broad fund category as follows: 

Governmental Funds: 

The General Fund is the general operating fund of the District. It is used 
to account for all financial resources except those required to be ac- 
counted for in another fund. 

The Special Revenue Fund (Food Service Fund) is used to account for 
financial resources to be used in providing meals at the schools operated 
by the Rutland Town School District. 

The Capital Projects Fund (Building Fund) is used to account for financial 
resources to be used for the acquisition or construction of major capital 
facilities. 

The accounting and reporting treatment applied to the long-term 
liabilities associated with a fund are determined by its measurement focus. 
All governmental funds are accounted for on a spending or “financial flow” 
measurment focus. This means that only current assets and current 
liabilities are generally included on their balance sheets. Their reported 
fund balance (net current assets) is considered a measure of “available 
spendable resources.” Governmental fund operating statements present in- 
creases (revenues and other financing sources) and decreases (expen- 
ditures and other financing uses) in net current assets. Accordingly, they 
are said to present a summary of sources and uses of “available spendable 
resources” during a period. 

Long-term liabilities expected to be financed from governmental funds 
are accounted for in the General Long-Term Debt Account Group, not in the 
governmental funds except for special assessment bonds, which are ac- 
counted for in Special Assessment Funds when utilized. 

The account group is not a “fund.” It is concerned only with the measure- 
ment of financial position. They are not involved with measurement of 
results of operations. 

Because of their spending measurement focus, expenditure recognition 
for governmental fund types is limited to exclude amounts represented by 
non-current liabilities. Since they do not affect net current assets, such 
long-term amounts are not recognized as governmental fund type expen- 
ditures or fund liabilities. They are instead repoted as liabilities in the 
General Long-Term Debt Account Group. 

The basis of accounting refers to when revenues and expenditures or ex- 
penses are recognized in the accounts and reported in the financial

statements. Basis of accounting relates to the timing of the measurements 
made, regardless of the measurement focus applied. 

Governmental funds are accounted for using the modified accrual basis 
of accounting. Their revenues are recognized when they become 
measureable and available as net current assets. 

Expenditures are generally recognized under the modified accrual basis 
of accounting when the related fund liability is incurred. Exceptions to this 
general rule include accumulated unpaid vacation, sick pay, and other 
employee amounts which are not accrued and principal and interest on 
general long-term debt which is recognized when due. 

The district follows these procedures in establishing the budgetary data 
reflected in the financial statements: 

1. Formal budgetary integration is employed as a management control 
device during the year for the General Fund, Special Revenue Fund (Food 
Service Fund) and Capital Projects Fund (Building Fund). 

2. The budgets for the General Fund, Special Revenue Fund (Food Service 
Fund) and Capital Projects Fund (Building Fund) are adopted on a basis 
consistent with generally accepted accounting principles. 

Total columns on the Combined Statements are captioned “Memoran- 
dum Only” to indicate that they are presented only to facilitate financial 
analysis. Data in these columns do not present financial position or results 
of operations in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. 

NOTE B — LOCAL TAXES 

Local tax revenues are based on the budget for the Rutland Town School 
District including the cost of tuition paid to the various area high schools 
attended by students who reside in Rutland Town as well as the operation 
of the Rutland Town Elementary and Cheney Hill schools. The tuition paid 
to area high schools in the fiscal year ended June 30, 1985 was $466,955. 

NOTE C - ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE 

The Rutland Central Supervisory Union, at June 30, 1985, owed the 
Rutland Town School District $98 for group health and dental premiums ad- 
vanced by the School District for Supervisory Union personnel covered by 
the School District’s group insurance plans. In addition a balance of $455 
was due from a student for tuition for the 1984/85 school year. This amount 
was paid in September, 1985. 

NOTE D - CASH — CAPITAL PROJECTS FUND 

The balance of $76,468 in the Capital Projects Fund (Building Fund) 
represents the total funds available as the result of the sale of property and 
the investment of those proceeds in a Certificate of Deposit. 

NOTE E — GENERAL OBLIGATION BONDS PAYABLE 

The balance of $20,000 represents the outstanding principal due on the 
original principal which was borrowed in 1966 to finance construction. The 
bond agreement calls for annual principal payment of $20,000, due May 1 of 
each year, through 1986 with interest payment due semi-annually on May 1 
and November 1 of each year. 

The State of Vermont reimburses the School District, annually, for 20% 
of the principal payment and 20% of the interest payment. This year’s total 
reimbursement amounted to $4,450. 

The $4,450 budgeted as revenue for this reimbursement has been 
reclassified and offset against the expenditures for the payment of interest 
and principal on the outstanding debt to which these payments pertained.

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LEGISLATIVE REPORT: 

RUTLAND TOWN REPRESENTATIVE DONALD J. CHIOFFI 

It is a pleasure for me to report to the citizens of the town the major ac- 
tivities in which I have been involved in your behalf during the 85-86 term. 
One of the key issues of the biennium has been property tax reform. With 
the passage of the Property Tax Relief Program last year the rebate in- 
creased from $500 to a maximum of $750 and the family income restriction 
was raised from $25,000 to $32,000. This year a major proposal which I am 
cosponsoring would give every resident homeowner with income of $32 000 
or less, a property tax credit on the first $5,000 of assessed value. In 
Rutland Town there are 561 homeowners eligible who would receive a total 
of $34,478 or approximately $70 each directly deducted from their property 
tax bill. Promising reform and reduction of property taxes is a fashionable 
political tool but working hard to accomplish that goal will take bold action 
and less political squabbling and in-fighting. I vow to do all within my power 
to see that Rutland Town residents can see a reduction in their taxes. 

The session, yet to be completed, has seen environmental reform in that 
eight major bills were passed in 1985 that will affect the future environment 
of generations to come. These bills were passed with tremendous bi- 
partisan support as the protection of groundwater, community right-to- 
know, mini super-fund, and others are important to all Vermonters 
regardless of political persuasion. In light of the incidents in Williamstown 
and Poultney the people, through their elected state officials, spoke loudly 
and clearly that they wished to protect the land and water in which we all 
take so much pride. 

Over the years many of you have spoken to me about uninsured motorists 
and I have introduced legislation to address this problem. Finally, after 
three years of work, those of us who persisted were successful in bringing 
about a law which required all motorists to carry liability insurance. Failure 
to carry minimum liability insurance will result in additional penalties 
(points) against a driver. The highlight of this legislation is that a person 
who is the victim of an accident caused by an uninsured motorist can now 
place a claim against his/her insurance policy without being subjected to a 
rate increase. 

As you may be aware, the Town is a minimum aid for “floor” town for the 
calculation of State Aid to education. We have been on the “floor” for 
several years now and receive but $100 per student from the state That 
places almost the entire burden of educational costs squarely on the 
shoulders of our residents, whereas other communities have as much as 
65% or 70% of their total budgets paid for by state aid. Although we can be 
proud of the accomplishments of our citizenry in providing a superior 
education for the youth of our town, it is apparent to all concerned that the 
formula must be changed to reward towns such as ours if this superiority is 
to continue. I have serious doubts that I will be able to continue to support 
large increases in state taxation for state aid to education unless the for- 
mula is changed somehow to recognize that Rutland Town needs additional 
help as well as many other towns in the state. To do otherwise is to “Robin 
Hood” us into eventual mediocrity. If the state wants excellence, it, too, 
must pay for that excellence and stop telling our people that it is solely 
their responsibility. 

We are well on our way to paying off the deficit, with over half of the 35 
million retired as of this point and firm indications that the debt will be 


retired, on schedule, by July of 86. I am committed to seeing that through 
and believe that a budget that will allow that to occur is the only one I will 
vote for. 

Of tremendous local concern are the issues of the By-pass and the Act 
250 prime agricultural decision. The town has not been sleeping on either of 
these issues. You should express your gratitude and support for the efforts 
of Tom Turner, Charlie Brothers, and Joe Barnhart for their dedication and 
hard work on the bypass committee for over 13 months now. I can assure 
you that without strong input and understanding of the issues, Rutland 
Town would be at the mercy of the Agency of Transportation and others 
who view the lands of the town as but an open invitation to build all of the 
roads for the region. I would urge all of you, North, South, East, and West to 
hold your elected officials accountable to the promises they made to you in 
becoming elected. Some have been noticeably silent and have, in fact, not 
participated in the process that we designed to reach concensus on this im- 
portant issue. Rutland Town has completed its Impact Study on the 
Powerline route and Selectman Turner is to be commended for an outstand- 
ing job. All interested citizens should request a copy of this document from 
the town and read it carefully. It is brutally shocking to see the impact of 
this highway on the Town of Rutland. 

The agricultural community is a vital segment of the town, and although 
dairy farming is not the mainstay of our community, we all realize the impor- 
tance of maintaining the significant amounts of open land in the Town of 
Rutland. The issue is clearly to keep the operating farms operating and 
viable economically. We are not going to do this by singling out obviously 
small and non-productive parcels which can benefit the community far 
more in stabilizing the tax rate by being developed commercially, and ar- 
tificially preventing them from realizing their potential for development. 
Although I am working on this through the Agriculture Committee and they 
have expressed strong interest in a resolution that I have introduced, I 
would urge you to contact Mr. Robert Dombro. Bob is a town resident and 
serves on the three member District Environmental Commission which is 
charged with making these types of decisions. I am sure he would ap- 
preciate your input to these critical issues as the town’s survival and future 
growth is at stake. 

I want to thank each of you for your interest and support and appreciate 
your input and concern on any issue. I will continue to represent the Town 
of Rutland to the best of my ability as long as family and financial con- 
siderations will allow me. For some, politics is but a stepping stone to great 
financial reward. I have always viewed politics as service to the community 
in general and have been content to reap the rewards that fall to each of us 
as community members equally. The Town of Rutland is fortunate, indeed, 
that it can boast of this quality throughout its local government and should 
strive to maintain that excellence and commitment.

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RUTLAND TOWN BYPASS COMMITTEE REPORT 

Following the January 4, 1985 hearing at the Rutland Town Elementary 
School, when our citizens showed their strong and very vocal opposition to 
the Agency of Transportation’s proposal to build a bypass on the powerline 
in our town, it was decided to form a regional committee to try and deal with 
this whole issue. Rutland City, Rutland Town, and Mendon were to be 
represented by four members each. A selectman, a planning commission 
member, a state legislator, and a citizen-at-large were to represent each 
community in this effort. This is the report of the town members of this 
group. 

Early in the discussion was the question of whether a bypass was, in 
fact, needed at all. Your members maintained that the generation of traffic 
counts, though questionable, could justify a bypass only in terms of what it 
would do in relieving basically a city traffic problem. Mindful of the fact that 
we were supposed to be studying solutions on which we could all agree, the 
town took the position early on that we would support a solution that would 
relieve congestion and bypass traffic, if, in fact, there was a problem, but 
that we would in no way back the Powerline Proposal and would oppose it 
at all levels and opportunities. It should be remembered that many citizens 
from Mendon, including some members of our group, also voiced strong op- 
position to the Powerline Route at the January meeting. Mendon’s early 
contributions to the discussion, however, centered primarily around the 
need for a bypass at all. 

It became apparent to all involved that Mendon would not participate in 
any proposal unless the Powerline Route was included in the discussion. 
Since the Bypass Working Group had agreed that its decisions would be by 
majority vote, Mendon saw no alternative other than to withdraw from the 
process, since to have remained would have made them a party to route 
studies that centered primarily in their town. It seemed to be of no conse- 
quence to them that the Town of Rutland already had a full quadrant of 
bypass already under construction and that we were participating in full 
and open discussions concerning routes that would also take additional 
lands of the town to reach a compromising solution. 

On July 9, 1985, the group (with Mendon members still participating) 
voted the following resolution be sent to the Agency of Transportation: 
“The Bypass Working Group supports the concept of industrial and recrea- 
tional growth in the Rutland Region and asks the Agency of Transportation 
to plan an interstate link to support the region in this regard.” 

On Sept. 10, 1985, the group (following Mendon’s withdrawal) voted the 
following: “With respect to the Southeast Bypass, this group votes to take 
the powerline concept off the discussion table, and secondly votes that a 
letter be sent to Secretary Crampton asking for further study of the 
Wheelerville Corridor and of Alignment F (the 1000 foot route) in the report 
issued by C. E. Maguire, Inc. dated July 1984, with the thought in mind that 
such a bypass be considered two-lane, with the purchase of enough land 
for four lanes, with the idea that this bypass would be terraced or built into 
the side of the mountain in lieu of a cut and fill highway, preserving the 
aesthetics and environment of said corridor.” 

On January 13, 1986, just a year following the public release of the C.E. 
Maguire report, the committee voted the following resolution: “We request 
the Agency of Transportation to proceed with a full and comprehensive En- 
vironmental Impact Statement on the following options: (1) Wheelerville; (2) 
1000 ft. level; and (3) the No Build Alternative. The general concensus in the 


community, and our position, is that any further expenditures of public 
funds on the powerline route would be a waste of such funds. However, if 
the AOT takes it upon themselves to further expend funds on the powerline 
route, we would not withdraw from the process. We expect constant 
regional involvement in the process and look forward to discussing with 
you, at the earliest possible moment, exactly how this can best be ac- 
complished and where checkpoints can be established to insure that 
regional concerns are being met.” 

This resolution has the support of: The Bypass Working Group, the 
Rutland Regional Planning Commission, The Rutland Regional Chamber of 
Commerce, The Rutland City Board of Aldermen, The Rutland City Planning 
Commission, and the Mayor. This is probably the most agreement that has 
ever been achieved in the Rutland Region in the last quarter of a century 
and we hope that our townspeople are aware of the key role that their own 
members played in helping that come about. 

It is unpleasant to have to make you aware of lack of cooperation in this 
regard, but when one analyzes the land that has been given for interstate 
type construction in the region, one notices that Fair Haven, Castleton, Ira, 
West Rutland, and Rutland Town have all shouldered their share of the 
burden in trying to meet the region’s needs. As your representatives in 
these discussions, we find it intolerable and grossly unfair that Mendon 
would take the position that they will not participate in any further discus- 
sions unless the Powerline Route is included, when they have not yet met 
their obligations to the region, and when they have previously taken the 
position that the Powerline Route is not a feasible route and have opposed 
it. 

We have attended over 25 meetings on these subjects, have met with 
AOT officials, twice, have met with representatives of the New England 
Mediation Center, and have met with neighboring Regional Planning Com- 
missions in reaching our conclusions and decisions. We trust that we have 
represented your wishes and are always open to your suggestions and com- 
ments.

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BYPASS IMPACT SURVEY RECREATION COMMISSIONER'S REPORT 


In 1984 the Agency of Transportation directed studies of selected bypass 
corridors running through Rutland Town southeast and northeast of the Ci- 
ty. Despite widespread opposition to the powerline route, it was designated 
the “preferred” route. The only alternate route designated is referred to as 
the 1,000 foot level on the west side of the mountain, which would take 
some land in Mendon but begins and ends in Rutland Town. 

In 1985 the Selectmen budgeted funds for a modest survey of these 
bypass corridors, mainly to show the economic impact upon homeowners 
and the tax base. A copy of the survey report is available in the Town Clerk’s 
Office. 

The powerline route, including the southeast and northeast quadrants, 
would result in taking 40 existing homes in Rutland Town, and could take 
up to 175 homes depending upon the rate at which development continues. 
The number of homes located next to the highway which would be subject 
to infringement and severe impact upon the human environment would 
range from 27 now to 72 in future years. There would also be a “ripple 
effect” on the resale value of numerous homes located in neighborhoods 
near the highway route. In addition to residential impact, losses would ex- 
tend to commercial, industrial, and other property as described in the 
report. 

The estimated fair market value of property lost from the Grand List 
ranges from $3.9 million today to $20 million in the future. The tax loss to 
Rutland Town on that property would range from approximately $40,000 to 
$200,000 annually, representing a permanent loss of revenue affecting all 
the remaining taxpayers by causing an increased tax rate. 

Rutland Town Representative Chioffi and Selectman Turner have clearly 
and repeatedly asked the Agency of Transportation to remove the powerline 
corridor from further consideration, just as other possible routes were 
earlier removed. Not only has the Agency refused, but in fact now plans to 
authorize more study of the powerline route. This shows that the Agency is 
not listening to what our people said in the November 1984 ballot: a 2.5 to 1 
vote against any more bypass construction in Rutland Town, with an 80% 
voter turnout. Therefore, those citizens opposed to a further waste of public 
funds in studying the unacceptable powerline bypass route should contact 
legislators and Governor Kunin concerning their views, so that the Agency 
can be directed to stop pushing it upon us. A short letter to the editor would 
probably be effective in reaching many legislators now in session.

The goal of the Recreation Commission is to promote recreation for 
children. 1985 saw a continuation of the programs and construction pro- 
jects. The Jeffery Littler Fields were completed and ready for the children to 
use for the summer baseball and softball season. Construction of the road 
to these fields is near completion and will be put into use the Spring of 
1986. Money for this road project came from a Bureau of Outdoor Recrea- 
tion grant; which was 50% Federal, 30% State, and 20% Town funds 
(raised through our Booster Ticket project). 

The re-construction of Dewey Field is also almost finished and will be 
available for use during the 1986 ball season. A Bureau of Outdoor Recrea- 
tion grant (50% Federal, 30% State and 20% Town funding) also provided 
the money for this project. This field now has a re-vamped infield and more 
efficient and less costly lighting system. 

Our summer programs of baseball and softball served approximately 200 
boys and girls. These programs were started earlier in the spring in order to 
keep our teams at full strength and also accommodate the many families 
who like to vacation during July and August. In our baseball program we 
had 5 Mitey Mite teams for the children from 1st grade to 9 years old. 
Children from ages 10 thru 12 participated in the Little League program 
which had 4 teams and continued to compete in the Town and Country 
League. There was also a Babe Ruth Prep Team which served the 13 year 
olds and played in the Rutland County Youth League and a Senior Babe 
Ruth Team which consisted of youth 14 thru 16 years old. In the Girls Soft- 
ball program there were two teams which competed in the 5 Town Softball 
League. The Junior Girls Softball had participants ages 10 thru 13 and the 
Senior Girls Softball served girls from 14 thru 17 years old. 

We also sponsored a very capable Swim Team which increased in 
numbers again this year. They participated in numerous meets and sent 
several qualifying swimmers to the Vermont State Swimming Champion- 
ships at Dartmouth College. 

Northwood Pool continued to be a popular summer recreation facility for 
both children and adults. The number of resident and non-resident pool 
passes sold continued to climb. Swimming lessons in both sessions were 
filled to capacity as usual and many Red Cross certificates were earned. 

The Recreation Commission usually meets the first Tuesday of each 
month and we welcome citizens to join us and offer any suggestions which 
will help to improve our programs. There are many people who assisted in 
making these programs and facilities a reality: the Selectmen, coaches, 
team sponsors, employees and the taxpayers. We would like to thank you 
all.

The Rutland Regional 
Commission has begun or continued a variety of programs to help you find 
new ways to do more with increasingly limited financial resources. 

LAST YEAR IN RUTLAND TOWN THE REGIONAL COMMISSION 

— involved you with our cooperative fuel purchasing program; 

—worked with local citizens and officials on issues relating to the south- 
east bypass; 

—drafted a grant application for funds to study issues related to the con- 
struction of the southeast bypass; 

—provided extensive information to the planning commission on the up- 
date of the zoning regulation and town plan; 

—drafted sections for the zoning regulation on flood hazard areas so that 
the Town would meet federal requirements and homeowners would be eligi- 
ble to get flood insurance; 

—involved you with our cooperative fuel purchasing program. 

PAST YEAR’S EFFORTS 

* We implemented a very successful cooperative purchasing program for 
fuels that has saved some member communities more than they contribute 
to the Regional Commission. 

* We hired a new Staff Planner skilled in data base management and in- 
novative planning and zoning techniques who will be primarily responsible 
for providing technical assistance to the planning commissions, selectmen 
and other officers of our members governments. 

* Through preparation of a successfully funded Community Improvement 
Grant, we helped to implement a regional housing program to be run by a 
locally controlled nonprofit corporation which will provide loans for hous- 
ing improvements. 

* We continued to be a means for local governments to discuss and solve 
common problems. 

* We played a strong role in starting to resolve some of the complex 
issues related to the building of a bypass around Rutland City. 

* We conducted the annual Roger Brown Memorial Award for Outstan- 
ding Land Development program. 

* We used our access to national networking systems to give you 
answers to questions on planning, zoning and local management issues. 

* We helped communities apply for grants to expand opportunities for 
commercial revitalization. 

* We provided workshops on capital budgeting and programming, 
agricultural land preservation, basic zoning and planning issues. 

* We began to develop a strategic plan for the Commission to better iden- 
tify those programs and resources we could best use to assist member 
communities. 


NEXT YEAR’S PROGRAMS 

The Rutland Regional Commission’s agenda for next year will continue 
to emphasize expanded local assistance to member communities and to 
identify and help resolve regional issues. 

* We will continue and expand our cooperative purchasing program to 
save member communities even more. 
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* We will continue to develop new programs, alternative funding sources 
and staff abilities so that we can provide more and better services and infor- 
mation. 

* We will present additional workshops and training sessions with an em- 
phasis on capital programming and budgeting and land use issues. 

* We will continue to expand our information resources and computer 
assistance to give you with the data needed to make informed decisions in 
local planning and management. 

* We will complete the update of the General Plan for the Rutland Region 
to make it more useful to communities in local planning and growth 
management programs and in the Act 250 process. 

* We will continue to look for funds to develop a computerized land use 
mapping and development impact analysis program. 

* We will actively participate in state programs dealing with growth 
management and land use to insure that the needs and concerns of the 
Rutland Region are understood and addressed. 

* We will continue to be a forum for regional problems solving and help to 
develop solutions to such regional issues as the Rutland City bypass and 
the cumulative impact of growth and development.

RUTLAND TOWN PLANNING COMMISSION REPORT 

It was an extremely busy 1985 for your Planning Commission because of 
the many developers and potential owners of new projects seeking Town 
approval. 

Six (6) of these proposed projects are in areas designated for other than 
Commercial use, therefore the Town was petitioned to change the Town 
Plan which involved hearings in addition to those required under subdivi- 
sion regulations. 

The two (2) largest subdivisions were the proposed COMMONS and the 
Rutland Mall Expansion which could, collectively, add 670,000 square feet 
of retail space in the Town. In addition, Commission approval was granted 
to two restaurants, senior housing and an automobile dealership, plus 
many other businesses which will add valuable tax base to our community. 

The Commission, through its review process, recommends the installa- 
tion of safety and aesthetic features that are in the interest of good land 
use planning. The Commission acts in the best interests of the Town, and 
when our criteria have been met and approval is granted, we believe that the 
development should proceed. However, District #1 of the Environmental 
Commission has successfully stymied development on Route 4 East and 
Route 7 North, claiming excess traffic and use of prime agricultural land as 
the reason for not granting the environmental permits. Unfortunately, com- 
mercial and industrial developments over 1 acre in size come under the con- 
trol of the Act 250 Commission. The adoption df zoning in the Town can 
change our position in the coming months. 

Your Commission has worked very hard to foster reasonable develop- 
ment and an effective zoning plan. We solicit your continued support in this 
effort.

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VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
Annual Report to the Citizens of Rutland Town 

The mission of the Vermont Department of Health is the prevention of il- 
lness and the control or elimination of hazards dangerous to the health of 
the public. In working toward this goal, the Health Department has provid- 
ed, or assured the provision of health services to communities across the 
state. Direct services are provided through 11 district field offices. During 
fiscal year 1985, citizens of Rutland Town received the following services 
from the district office in Rutland: 

13 pregnant women, new mothers, and children received supplemental 
foods, health and nutrition services through the WIC program. 

2 children or young adults received medical evaluation of individual 
health and dental status through the Early Periodic Screening, Diagnosis 
and Treatment program. 

13 persons received assessment information and counselling through 
the Maternal and Child Health program and/or information and teaching of 
parenting roles through prenatal classes and home visiting services. 

3 children received comprehensive health assessments, including 
preventive guidance, at Well Child Clinics. 

Diagnosis and treatment services for orthopedic, hearing, cardiac, 
genetic, developmental disorders, or other handicapping conditions were 
provided to 1 child through the Handicapped Children’s program and/or the 
Child Development Clinic in Burlington. 

The Public Health Laboratory in Burlington assists in the prevention and 
control of Illness by identifying chemicals and microorganisms in a variety 
of substances. During fiscal year 1985, the following laboratory services 
were provided to residents of Rutland Town: 

6 diagnostic blood tests, 

367 tests of individual and municipal water systems to monitor drinking 

water quality. ( . 

The Dental Division provides services to local communities Including in- 
stalling and maintaining fluoridation equipment in selected community and 
school water systems, paying for dental treatment of eligible children, and 
providing dental health education in the schools. 

Statewide, the Health Department provided the following services to Ver- 
monters: 

140,598 doses of vaccine were administered in Health Department clinics 
to prevent polio, measles, other childhood diseases, and influenza. 200,447 
doses were supplied to private physicians. 

16 hospitals, 47 nursing homes, and 43 level III community care homes 
were inspected and licensed. 

6,097 food or lodging inspections were conducted. 

1,034 reports of communicable diseases were investigated. 

317 gonorrhea cases were interviewed and 348 contacts were traced by 
Epidemiology field investigators. 

452 air, water, and other samples taken in the vicinity of 2 nuclear power 
reactors were tested for radioactivity, 7 houses were tested for the 
presence of formaldehyde, and 37 x-ray machines in hospitals, doctors’ and 
dentists’ offices were inspected. 

83 VOSHA regulatory inspections and 85 voluntary consultative inspec- 
tions of Vermont industries were conducted. 

The Tooth Fairy program provided financial assistance for the dental 
care of 6,813 children; the Denticaid program provided assistance for 
11,232 children. 


2,150 persons received screening for early detection of lung diseases 
through the Barre and other Health Department chest clinics. 

6,111 breath and blood alcohol samples were processed by the 
Laboratory. 11,045 bacteriological and viral cultures were tested. 

The Emergency Medical Services program provided support and 
technical assistance to the state’s 93 ambulance services, 53 first 
responder squads and 16 hospital emergency departments. 598 Emergency 
Medical Technicians were trained or recertified, and 291 certifications were 
issued in advanced life support skills. 

The Office of the Chief Medical Examiner investigated 734 Vermont 
deaths, including 188 accidents, 22 homicides, and 99 suicides. 

Many services are also provided at the local level by your Town Health Of- 
ficer, J. Barry Burke. Please feel free to call him if you need any assistance. 
The Health Department provides technical assistance and support to local 
health officers. 

We encourage your participation in our programs. Information about all

Report to the Citizens of Rutland Town 

This agency projects that it will spend $21,426 to assist elders in your 
community during its current fiscal year. 

We provided the following services to elders residing in your community 
during our past fiscal year which ended September 30, 1985: 

Senior Meals 

21 older persons took advantage of the meals served at one or more of 
the various mealsites sponsored by our agency. 

2,621 meals were served at the site to 20 elders who were homebound 
and unable to come to a mealsite. This service is often called “Meals on 
Wheels”. 

Senior Advocate Assistance 

30 persons over 60 received help through this program. Elders were 
assisted with applications and problem resolution in benefit programs such 
as Medicaid, Foodstamps, and SSI. Advocate staff helped a number of 
elders who had questions or problems related to health care payments and 
insurance claims. Among other things, Advocates helped elders file Ver- 
mont tax rebate claims and apply for energy program assistance. 

This Agency provided support, directly or through contract, for the follow- 
ing additional services that were used by elders in your community: 

Long Term Care Ombudsman — This individual provided advocacy 
assistance to residents of Community Care and Nursing Homes. The Om- 
budsman helped elders and, if appropriate, family members or friends sort 
out information regarding financial assistance and other concerns related 
to institutional care. 

Information and Referral — This Agency maintained a directory of ser- 
vices and programs available to elders in our area. Elders were able to ac- 
cess this information by either calling or visiting our office. 

Legal Service Attorney for the Elderly — The Area Agency provided fund- 
ing for an Attorney whose role was to focus on the legal concerns of elders. 
This Attorney worked through the Vermont Legal Aid Office serving our 
region. 

Preventive Health Clinics — Funding assistance was provided to the 
Rutland Area Visiting Nurses to conduct monthly health clinics at meal 
sites/senior centers. Health assessments, blood pressure checks and foot 
care were provided at the clinics. Elders were asked to make a minimal 
donation for this service. 

Essential Transportation — On a limited basis, this agency re-imbursed 
mileage costs of volunteer drivers who transported elders needing this type 
of help to get to medical appointments or do essential food shopping.

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THE VERMONT CENTER FOR INDEPENDENT LIVING’S 
1985 ANNUAL REPORT TO VERMONT TOWNS 

The Vermont Center for Independent Living is a private, non-profit 
organization which works to assist disabled Vermonters in increasing their 
independence. We work throughout the state with disabled individuals, 
their families and friends, other organizations and agencies, and the 
general public to reach this goal. 

VCIL was founded in 1979 by a group of Vermont’s most active disabled 
citizens. Our Center is managed and staffed primarily by persons who have 
disabilities — people who understand this unique experience first-hand. 
Our organization demonstrates that disabled people are best able to speak 
for themselves and make the decisions which affect their lives. Through 
providing people with information, helping them to problem-solve, set goals 
and develop new skills, and through assisting them in expressing their 
needs and concerns effectively, we help disabled people develop self- 
sufficiency and independence. 

Our programs have worked to help disabled Vermonters increase their in- 
dependence. During the past year, VCIL has provided support to over 2,500 
disabled citizens. This support has been through long and short-term, one- 
to-one peer counseling; providing information in all disability related areas 
and referrals to needed services through our Information and Referral 
System, and Community Advocacy’s work with local disability groups to 
help them increase the awareness of their friends and neighbors and make 
their towns more accessible. Through our Adaptive Equipment Project, we 
have let people know about equipment that will help them to live more in- 
dependently, and have also worked with state agencies and policy makers 
to improve the cost effectiveness and efficiency of the equipment pur- 
chases these agencies make for their clients. Our Client Assistance Project 
has helped clients of the Vocational Rehabilitation System (the main pro- 
vider of employment-related training and services) secure better and more 
effective services. Finally, our Home Modification Project has helped 
disabled people find accessible housing, and modify their own homes to 
better meet their needs for independence and easy mobility. 

The existence of VCIL is important to disabled Vermonters. As you can 
see, we offer a wide variety of services to disabled Vermonters, their friends 
and their families. The work we do not only helps create concrete changes 
in the lives of disabled Vermonters, but also on a more fundamental level 
changes the attitudes and awareness of both policy makers and the public 
at large. Through the support of VCIL, disabled people are afforded a host 
of resources to help them increase their strength, dignity and in- 
dependence. 

During the past year, VCIL has seen 8 people in your town through our 
Peer Advocacy Counseling Program, has responded to 131 Information and 
Referral requests for town residents, has helped 8 people through our Client 
Assistance Program, and sends AccessAbility our regular newsletter, to 90 
individuals who reside in your town.

The UVM Extension Service is a combined effort of the University of Ver- 
mont and the US Department of Agriculture to bring practical educational 
programs to the people of Rutland County. The areas in which programs are 
conducted are agriculture and related areas such as home grounds, home 
economics and nutrition, youth, resource and small business development 
and energy conservation. 

Funding: Funds for the UVM Extension Service come from three sources: 
Federal, 40 percent; State, 50 percent; and from towns, 10 percent. Town 
funding is based on the Town Grand List as compared to the County Grand 
List. State statutes are the basis for town contributions. 

Extension Service Advisory Board: A board comprised of 15 people from 
Rutland County advises the Extension agents on programs to be carried 
out. Members are elected at the UVM Extension Service annual meeting 
held in April. The annual meeting notice is published in the Rutland Herald 
two weeks in advance and is open to the public. Current members of the 
board are: David Horgan of Rutland City; Anthony J. Nowak, Jr., and Sharon 
Crowley of Rutland Town; Diane Heleba and Eleanor Hart of West Rutland;
